The claims are so inadequately supported by the description, that no 
meaningful opinion can be formed on the novelty and inventive step of the 
claimed invention (Article 34(4) (a) (ii) PCT). 

The embodiments given in the description are described by referring to 
standard documents , in particular the DVD+VR and DVD+RW Standards. Access 
to these standard documents is restricted by means of a Non-Disclosure 
Agreement. Hence, the description does not disclose any mode, let alone 
the best mode, for carrying out the claimed invention, contrary to Rule 
5.1(a)(v) PCT and Article 5 PCT.
